The first lap of Mr. Taft's eastern 
campaign will begin tomorrow with a 
run to New Haven, Ct., which will 
begin at 4:30 o'clock, and in the even- 
ing Mr. Taft will address a meeting 
in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Taft is planning to take a brief 
rest after the election. 

“IT have campaigned in twenty-three 
States,” said Mr. Taft tonight. “I ex- 
pect to carry all of them with the 
exception of those south of the Mason 
and Dixon line.

SUFFERING FOLLOWS FIRE.

CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Ernest P. Bicknell, president 
and national director of the American 
Red Cross, and former superintendent 
of the Chicago Bureau of Charities, 
was in Chicago yesterday on his re- 
turn to Northern Michigan, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, recently devastated by 
forest fires. 

“It is a bad situation,“ said Mr. 
Bicknell. “The fire covered a wide area 
in Minnesota and Michigan. While the 
property loss in timber was heavy and, 
like the other losses, impossible to ¢s- 
timate accurately at the present time, 
the features of the situation that di- 
rectly appeal to people arb the loss of 
lives and houses. 

“The most sensational fires were in 
the upper peninsula of Michigan. The 
northern tip of the lower peninsula, 
from Cheboygan to Alpena, a distance 
of 100 miles, was left a burned strip 
varying from twenty-dive miles to forty 
miles in width. 

“The village of Mets, which had 200 
people, was where the most lives were 
lost. Relief has been rushed into that 
part of the country. The seventeen 
houses now told the people who kor- 
merly lived in the eight-four houses. 
In one farmhouse of about six rooms 
forty-two persons are living. The Re- 
lief Committee plans to put up 200 
shacks for the winter. A big force of 
carpenters are at work, and twenty 
of the shacks were done when I left 
there. They were going up at the rate 
of eight or ten a day.”

There is hardly a vice or a crime in any 
great city that may not be found in all great cities. 
Where vice is by the authorities it is 
flagrant, unbridled, impudent, aggressive, assertive. 
Where crime is condoned it is dangerous to go 
abroad after sundown, and in some quarters of 
great cities, in open day. No police vigilance where 
every man on the force is honest, effective, moral 
and under the best orders can ever eradicate all 
vice from a large city, or prevent occasional intoxi- 
cation. No large city on earth ever had for one 
day a force of policemen all perfect. A public re- 
sort is publie. A guardian cannot stand at the 
door in the person of a clergyman or a Sunday- 
school teacher and put each patron through the 
catechism before entering. And if that were prac- 
ticed the ability to repeat the Seventh or the Ninth 
Commandment would not prove men or women to 
be clean of heart, or clean of — Go into any 
congregation in this city this Sabbath day and “the 
man about town” will have no difficulty in picking 
out men and women who break the commandments. 
The presence at the communion rail of a man who 
slanders his neighbors does not taint the air of 
that sweet hour for the “pure in heart.” So with 
even these public resorts. Man or woman gets 
what he goes for. Some of them are conducted in 
a way so far from questionable that the most 


straitlaced may frequent them without offense; ’ 


some are so far from question as to their character 
that no decent person ever enters their 
knowingly.

world. They have had more force than the climate 
in attracting a high class of people to settle here. 
The high grade of citizenship, as the climate, has 
continually added its increment to the value of real 
estate. Let us not seek to destroy our own repu- 
tation! 

We make a great mistake when we needlessly, 
foolishly, futilely drag our soiled linen out before 
the eyes of the world and proceed not to cleanse 
the garments, but to exhibit their foulness. We do 
no one a bit of good and all much harm when we 
wantonly take the cover off of our cesspools, and 
with the pencil of the yellow newspaper stir up the 
mess we cannot remove. The vile café and bawdy 
house are not the chief industries exploited in Los 
Angeles. The tenderloin is not spread all over the 
city. Gambling is not the standard occupation of 
the people, nor is grafting common on the part of 
our officials.

Protection on steel rails does not affect cat- 
ton goods, nor the duty on cottons iron products. 
But every item in the tariff law - protects the wage- 
earner. Take off the duties or lower the duties on 
American products and we are brought into direct 
competition with low-paid wages in England, with 
lower wages in Germany, still lower in France and 
again lower in Belgium. The manufacturer can 
protect himself. He will cut wages or close his 
establishment. The wage-earner has no recourse. 
He must work or starve. A mother pleading for 
hungry children is something few men can ignore. 
If foreign goods come in duty free, American labor 
must get down to the level of foreign labor where 
competing goods are made. These are hard, cold 
facts a large majority of wage-earners know, and 
on these they vote. 

The danger of competition with foreign labor has 
been great at all. times. It is greater now than be- 
fore. To get down to the level of factory hands 
in England was a menace bad enough to put Amer- 
icans on their guard. To be forced to live on the 
wages Belgians get is not a pleasant contempla- 
tion. But today Japan is making silks, cottons, wvol- 
ens, and tomorrow will be making iron products. In 
a few years China will be in the industrial ring, 
fighting for business. Remove the duties or lower 
them and our people must descend to the level of 
the Chinese coolie or of the Japanese pauper. 

Mr. Bryan may not know these facts. Mr. Gom- 
pers may be too busy raising his salary to read of 
them. But the wage-earners know all about it. 
The tariff has made 75 per cent. of the Republicans 
and the tariff will keep them so. The fact that 
tariff revision is on the tapis will make them more 
solidly Republican than ever.
